SUBJECT* CAT Board of Directors 


1. As you know, we have a very high level, hard-working, and enthu- 
siastic Board of Directors for CAT* These individ ual s devote a consider- 
able amount of their time to this problem and provide us with the best 
kind of business advice and guidance* At our most recent meeting they 
contributed materially to the solutions of the extremely complex problems 
involved in connection with the reorganization of CAT under Chinese law, 
which will become effective on 1 March 1955* 

2* I have recently gained same feeling that the board members are
